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The Examiner indicated allowable subject matter in the Advisory Action dated 
09/02/2004. Applicants appreciate the Examiner's indication of allowable subject matter. 
Claims 1 , 3, 8, 1 1 , and 37 have been amended. No new Claims have been added. Claims 
24-36 have been canceled in accordance with the Examiner's assertion that Claims 1-23 
and 37 would be allowable "if submitted in a separate, timely filed amendment canceling 
the non-allowable claim(s)" (Advisory Action dated 09/02/2004). 

Applicants submit that all amendments made herein are supported by the 
application as originally filed and that no new matter has been added. Applicants further 
submit that all claims now in the application are allowable over the references of record in 
the parent application. Claims 1-23 and 37 remain in the application. 

Objections-Rejected Base Claim 

Claims 1 1 and 1 2 stand objected to as each being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim. The Examiner stated that Claims 11 and 12 would be allowable if rewritten in 
independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening 
Claims. Accordingly, Claim 11 has been rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitation to Claim 11. Claim 12 depends from now-allowable Claim 11, obviating the 
objection to Claim 12. Thus, applicants respectfully request that the objections to Claims 
1 1 and 12 be withdrawn and that Claims 1 1 and 12 be allowed. 

Rejections under 35 U.S.C. §103 

Claims 1-10 and 13-37 stand rejected. Specifically, Claims 1-7, 9-10, 13-15, 24-29, 
and 32-37 stand rejected as unpatentable over Morgan in view of Challiner. Applicants 
respectfully traverse the rejection. Nevertheless, in good faith and in order to move the 
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case toward allowance, Claims 24-36 have been canceled as proposed by the examiner; 
and Claim 1 has been amended as proposed by the examiner. In addition, Claims 3, 8, 
and 37 have been amended for clarification. Claims 3, 8, and 37 stand on their own merits 
in addition to being allowable as depending from allowable Claim 1 . 

In light of the above, Applicants submit that all Claims are allowable over the 
references of record. Withdrawal of all bases of objection and rejection of all claims, and 
early allowance of all claims in the application, are respectfully requested. 

Applicants hereby request a 2-month extension, from July 28, 2004 to September 
28, 2004 to respond to the Official Action dated April 28, 2004. A fee in the amount of 
$420 is enclosed to pay for the 2 month extension of time. No other fee is believed to be 
due.
